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Apart from the yards of the Crveua Zveada, the largest shipyards for the 
construction of naval motor beets in Yugoslavia are the Ricardo Bencic 
yards ai Pola, vhich employ more than 1,700 workars. 


The Ricerde Bencic yards also ropair larger naval vessels and are comnected 
with tae Zrenjanin yards, which specialise in the construction of small 
landing craft. 


Kodernization of the torpedo shops at the Tivat dockyard, Pola, was com= 
pleted at the end of August, with seven new automatic installations for 
charging torpedoes. Captain Pavel Rodic is in charge of these shops, 
which have been equipped with four new concrete storage areas for 
torpedoes. s 

The Tivat yard ig likewise comnected with the Krusik automatic weapons 
factory, whose naval section is located at Split and supplies Tivat with 
automatic weapons. 


The Tivat torpedo shops at Pola were visited at the end of August by 
Colonel General Koca Popovic, Chief of Staff. He was accompanied on this 
tour by Vice Admiral Josip Cerni and Rear Admiral Djuro Loncarevic. 


Other war establishments visited during this tour of inspection included 
the Prvomajska artillery factory, the Zorka Chemical Works, the Electro- 
Bojna explosive firm and No. 16 Light Armor Plate Factory. On 5 
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
